A DECISION was made at 10 a.m. 
on that day to ask the Major Case 
Squad for assistance, and 12 in- 
vestigators worked around the 
clock, developing evidence until 
noon Sept. 4. 

A 17-year-old Granite City youth 
was arrested Sept. 6 that year and 
was charged with murder, arson and 
burglary. 

About 20 officers from the Major 
Case Squad and the local police 
force worked on the brutal killings of 
Susan and Carl Hoffman, whose 
bodies were discovered on May 1, 
1986. 

After the squad’s five-day limit ex-

GRANITE CITY — A shorter, but 
paid, lunch period will begin Mon- 
day for the city’s white-collar 
workers. 

A new 3-year contract, signed Fri- 
day afternoon by Mayor Von Dee

UNDER THE agreement, white- 
collar employees will work eight 
hours between 8 a.m. and 5 p.m., or 
as established by department heads, 
with a half-hour paid lunch period. 
Employees presently work eight 
hours with an unpaid hour for lunch.

As the former director of ad- 
ministration for the County of 
Madison; I would like to draw your 
attention to the need for passage of 
the referendum for a combined 
Madison:County Nursing Home and 
Shelter Care Home facility which is 
tocbe voted on Nov. 4 

Currently, the two facilities are 
lo¢ated in separate, multiple-story, 
deteriorating buildings in excess of 
60'to 100'years in age, respectively. 
They house approximately 160 elder- 
ly and intirm persons. 

The combined replacement and 
expansion of these homes to serve 
the residents of the county more ef- 
fectively and financially efficiently 
will cost the average taxpayer with 
a home worth $60,000 approximately 
$10 per year in increased taxes. 


An immediate benefit, however, is 
that the average cost per patient will 
decrease as will the dollars spent on 
the. maintenance and repair of the 
old facilities. They are no longer and 
never can be made adequate to meet 
current state standards and quality- 
of-life cdnsiderations no matter how 
many-dollars are expended. 


In the-past five years, for exam- 
ple,:the-county has spent approx- 
imatety $750,000 on capital costs for

structures.

And the gover- 
nor candidate’s father not only was 
Illinois governor in 1948-52 but also 
the 1952 and 1956 presidential 
nominee (vs. Dwight Eisenhower).

Speaking of Adlai, he assailed his 
opponent for visiting a Chicago high 
school with U.S. Education 
Secretary William Bennett. He said 
the two were “‘playing politics with 
children.” 

A short time later, Stevenson 
spoke to a ninth-grade class in East 
St. Louis. Two “bad people,”’ he told 
the students, had won Democratic 
state,nominations, prompting him to 
leave the ticket and form a new 
party.

Price: No campaign plans 


The threat from a younger 
Republican in the November elec- 
tion seemed a lifetime away, yet 
ironically focused on the small 
cluster of friends waiting in the mid- 
morning sun on the courthouse steps 
in Edwardsville Oct. 11. 

Officially, the people came to 
witness a presentation of the first 
Congressional Awards for communi- 
ty service by youths in the 2ist 
District in Illinois. But secretly, 
more than one came to see the man 
who held the seat longer than any of 
them could remember. 

Rep. Mel Price, D-Belleville 
(recently moved. form East St. 
Louis), who lost the chairmanship of 
the powerful Armed Services Com- 
mittee last year and is increasingly 
seen as too old to serve after 40 years 
in the House, did not disappoint 
them. 

The thinning man in the blue suit 
walked painfully slowly and with a 
cane to overcome arthritis and 
never attempted the courthouse 
steps, but he commanded a certain 
respect if not allegiance. 

His blue eyes are clear and the 
grin is still there, but the pace is 
slower and the voice noticeably 
softer. 

“You are the very first’ to receive 
this award, Price told a beaming 
Lisa Krapf, 19, of Edwardsville, who 
accepted a silver medal and cer- 
tificate for more than 200 hours of 
voluntary public service. 

The award, which each con- 
gressman must agree to sponsor in 
his district, recognizes personal 
achievements and the community 
service of young people, said Wayne 
Ault, chairman of the awards 
committee. 

Krapf served on the youth com- 
mittee of Edwardsville Township 
and totaled 100 hours in additional 


personal development and physical 
fitness to become eligible. She is a 
student at Southern Ilinois Univer- 
sity at Carbondale. 

“She is an honor to herself, her 
family and her community,” Price 
said. 

A second silver Congressiona 
Award to Catherine King of Edward- 
sville, a sophomore at the University 
of Kentucky, was accepted by her 
mother, Jean King. 

King is a student of sociology and 
political science in Lexington, but 
totaled 200 hours of volunteer ser- 
vice working in youth and senior 
citizen programs sponsored by Ed- 
wardsville Township. 

“The awards are a good program 
and a good way to encourage par- 
ticipation,” said Ault, a political 
science teacher at Belleville Area 
College who taught Price’s chief 
aide, Mike Mansfield. 

“The Price is Right,” Mansfield 
said, doffing a baseball cap with the 
slogan he prefers for the campaign. 

The congressman, who came 
hatless with only a golden pin in his 
lapel touting his candidacy, said he 
is not worried about November. 

“I have no problem with my 
health, except for the infection in my 
knee. The only reason for the cane is 
in case of standing too long.”’ 

Price retreated to the front seat of 
a car waiting to take him to the air- 
port for the trip back to Washington, 
but delayed the start to hold court 
with questioners and a former 
employee. 

With several offices in the district, 
he said he is always in contact with 
the people. He has no immediate 
plans for personal campaigning 
locally. 

“Congress is always in session. 
That’s why it is difficult to get 
back,” he said. *

Tips for trick-or-treaters for safety 


To help avoid Halloween 
tragedies, Dr. Bernard J. Turnock, 
director of the Ilinoi: epartment 
of Public Health, has issued some 
“dos” and don’ts” to protect trick- 
or-treaters. 

He said costumes, whether bought 
or home-made, should be fire- 
resistant. Parents should look for 
“flameproof” or “‘flame resistant’’ 
labels when purchasing costumes, 
masks, beards or wigs. 

€ostumes- also shouldbe short 
enought that children won't trip on 
them, and bright enough to be clear- 
ly visible on dimly lighted streets. 
Children should carry flashlights or 
have reflective tape sewn on their 
costumes. 

Masks and other disguises should 
not restrict vision or breathing. 
“The safest mask is a natural one 
made of cosmetics or charcoal ap- 
plied directly to the skin,” Dr. Tur- 
nock said. 

He warned against placing candle- 
lighted jack-o-lanterns on doorsteps 


or other areas where children may 
brush against them. ‘‘For their safe- 
ty, children should not carry 
candles, even inside a pumpkin,” he 
said. 

A responsible older person should 
accompany young trick-or-treaters 
and keep them constantly in sight, 
he added. 

Children should be cautioned 
against running across lawns or 
backyards where they might trip or 
fall in the darkness. They should 
also be- warned against dashing into 
the streets from between parked 
cars. 

Youngsters shold be instructed not 
to eat the treats they collect until the 
candy, apples and other items have 
been carefully examined by an 
adult. Wrappers of pre-packaged 
treats should be checked for signs of 
tampering. 

Apples _and other fresh fruits 
should be’sliced before being eaten. 
“Slicing the fruit will reveal any hid- 
den objects such as razor blades,” 
Dr. Turnock said.

Nationwide, about half of 
the lunches are served free or 
reduced-price. 

Schools which prepare their own 
meals are eligible to receive more 
than 50 different commodities such 
as chicken, ground beef, turkey, 
canned fruits and vegetables, 
cheese, butter, dry milk, honey, rice 
and flour from the USDA.

ALTON — It was the type of 
night where your list of things to 
do wouldn’t include standing out- 
side to watch a football game. 

But, as Bob Stegemeier ‘said,
